As per Applicant's instruction as filed on 02/1 0/1 2, claims 22 and 24 have been 
amended, and claim 2 has been canceled. 

Furthermore, claims 27-32 and 35 have been canceled by entering the 
Examiner's Amendment as discussed above. 

2. Applicant's remarks as filed on 02/1 0/1 2 have been considered. 
Applicant's amendment as filed on 02/10/12 has overcome the previously 

rejected 35 U.S.C. 112 rejection. 

3. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 
Claims 1-22, 24-26, and 33-34 are allowed. 

Claims 1-21 and 33-34 are allowed as previously discussed in the last Office 
action as filed on 11/1 0/1 1 . 

Independent claim 22 and corresponding dependent claim 24 (by virtue of 
dependency) are allowed as having incorporated the allowable subject matter as 
previously discussed in the last Office action as filed on 11/10/11. 

Furthermore, withdrawn dependent claims 25-26 are also allowed by virtue of 
being dependent on the allowed independent claim 22. 

The prior art of record fails to anticipate or make obvious the novel features (the 
allowable subject matter) as specified in independent claims 1 , 13, 16, 22, and 33.
